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Harassment persists

An intrusion into Union 
building washrooms yesterday 
marked campus security's fifth 
lapse concerning women's safe- 
ty within three days. 

Julianne Pidduck, an 
employee of the Daily Typeset- 
ting Shop, was in a cubicle of 
the basement washrooms when 
a man's face appeared under the 
door. The man fled once she 
screamed at him. 

Pidduck described the in- 
truder as a Caucasian male in 
his early 20*s, with dark brown 
hair, brown eyes, and a beard. 
He was wearing a jean jacket. 
The incident occured at 14h30. 

She reported the incident to 
Campus Security staff who 
answered, "We'll try to get 
back to you this afternoon. It 
may not be 'til Monday." 

Pidduck then obtained the 
emergency number for security, 
392-3000, and 20 minutes later 
two officers arrived at her 
workplace. 

The officers treated her well, 
said Pidduck, and filed a 
report. She added, however, 
"I'm more concerned about 
what's actually going to be done 
about it." 

"This is the third face under 
the door," said Professor Sam 
Noumoff, when asked about 
other acts against women on 



campus. Noumoff is a member 
of the Senate Sub-Committee 
on Safety for Women. The Sub- 
Committee recently distributed 
posters to campus washrooms 
warning women against in- 
truders and advising them to 
call the 3000 number in case of 
attack. 

Two washroom intrusions oc- 
cured in the MacDonald Harr- 
ington building, and a woman 
had her purse snatched 
elsewhere on campus. All three 
cases - have been reported to 
campus security. 

A male has been identified in 
these incidents and an arrest has 
been made, according to 
Noumoff. 

He said the sub-committee 
would investigate the response 
taken to emergency calls at the 
3000 number: "If they respond 
in an appropriate way then it 
seems we've made progress." 

In yet another incident, -a 
woman was assaulted Wednes- 
day evening in the reference sec- 
tion of the McLennan library. 
The victim does not wish to be 
identified. 

The woman was approached 
by a man claiming to know 
palmistry. After a brief conver- 
sation, they moved to a quieter 
section of the Refernce area 
where he assaulted her. The 
woman ran from the library 



Strike off at McGill

A current Students' Society 
information campaign _ will 
climax in a demonstration 
against the provincial govern- 
ment's Law 32 on November 
15. 

Student leaders are dispens- 
ing information instead of par- 
ticipating in the student strike 
originally scheduled for that 
day. 

Students' Society Vice Presi- 
dent External Affairs Patrick 
Gagnon is organising a bus trip 
to Québec City to protest the 
imposition of Law 32 and 
education cutbacks. 

Law 32 was passed in June 
1983 by the Québec govern- 
ment. It gives the provincial 
government the right to grant or 
decline accreditation to a 
Students' Society. It can force 
the Society to hold a referen- 
dum verifying its support 
among the student body. 

Concordia is also holding an 
information day on the ISth but 
will not participate in the strike. 

L'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants-es du Québec 
(ANEQ) is holding a general 
assembly today to see which 
universities and CEGEPs are 
striking and plan strategies. 
According to Gagnon, "this 



PQ gouvernment what McGill 
thinks of the way they are. deal- 
ing with the educational 
system." 

The students at l'Université 
du Québec à Montréal (UQAM) 
have decided to join the walk 
out next week. Certain faculties 
at l'Université de Montréal (U 
de M), such as Political Sciencs, 
Anthropology and History are 
voting this on the walkout. 

Students at U de M are not 
walking out because their stu- 
dent association, la Fédération 
des Affaires Etudiantes du 
Campus de l'Université de 
Montréal (FAECUM) is part of 
Rassemblement des Affaires 
Etudiantes Universitaires 
. (RAEU). 

I coordinator Patrice 
e said, "RAEU is 
responsable for Law 32. 
FAECUM will not go out on 
strike because they are part of 
RAEU and also because they 
are always trying to get on the 
PQ government's good side." 

McGill decided not to follow 
UQAM's example because 
Students' Society does not 
believe Law 32 is the most im- 
portant issue concerning cut- 
backs. 

"Law 32 is not the main pro- 
blem for McGill. There are big-

without contacting persons 
there at the information desk or 
security. A friend reported the 
incident to campus security on 
her behalf. 

Head of McLennan 
Reference Elizabeth Silvester 
learned of the incident yester- 
day morning and filed reports 
to the building director. She 
also alerted staff in the area to 
the incident. 

"We might have been able to 
do something if she had come 
and told us," said Silvester. 
"But I can certainly understand 
that she was disturbed and just 
felt like running. I just wish we 
had a better description." 

Superintendant of Campus 
Security Andrew Rostaing 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

A guard at the regular securi- 
ty number, the local Pidduck in- 
itiallly phoned, said, "I've 
heard nothing about any of this 
except a couple of peeping 
Toms."

No union settlement soon 



demonstration will show to the

Negotiations for McGill's 
unionised workers seem inter- 
minable. 

According to Leacock 
building maintenance worker 
Pierre LaFleur, McGill's ad- 
ministration has refused to meet 
worker demands on recent con- 
tract negotiations. 

Québec's unionised para- 
public workers have been 
without a contract for a year. 
Those affected at McGill are 
members of Local 298, the Ser- 
vice Employees' Union, which 
encompasses the university's 
printing, maintenance and 
residence food workers. 

"The union negotiated with 
McGill today and we're having 
a meeting on Sunday to decide 
whether we are going back on 
strike or not," LaFleur said 
yesterday. 

LaFleur added that rumours 
among representatives at the 
union's province-wide sectorial 
table indicated that all univer- 
sities except the Université de 
Montréal (U de M) and McGill 
have .settled with their 
employees. 

He was unsure whether Laval 
had resolved its labour dispute, 
but stated that Laval had 
withdrawn from the sectorial 
table. According to LaFleur, 
"The sectorial table really 
doesn't exist anymore because 
only two universities (U de M 
and McGill) do not constitute a 
sectorial table." - 

McGill's unionised employees 
are battling with the administra- 
tion and the government over 
working conditions and job 
security. In protest, they have 



staged three days of rotational 
strikes at McGill within the last 
two weeks. A general strike vote 
has not yet been taken. 

As of Wednesday, McGill's 
administration considered itself 
part of a still functioning sec- 
torial table. This body gathers 
administration representatives 
across the province to establish 
a uniform contract for Québec's 
unionised university workers. 

A statement in this week's 
Reporter, the McGill ad- 
ministration's weekly news- 
letter, reads, "McGill, together 
with the _other universities 
represented at the sectorial table 
negotiations, continues to sup- 
port the concept and practice of 
province-wide negotiations." 

The note added that the 
■ Université du Québec and all its 
campus representatives have 
withdrawn from sectorial table 
negotiations. 

In response to the picket lines 
on campus, the Post Graduate 



Students' Society (PGSS) sent a 
letter to Vice Principal 
Academic Samuel O. Freedman 
"condemning the present pro- 
vincial Government for their 
sustained cutback policies in the 
field of higher education". 

Careful not to directly en- 
dorse any strike activity, PGSS 
President Pierre Bedard stressed 
the group's concern over stu- 
dent rights during a strike. 

The organisation supports 
"the graduate students who, in 
their conscience, decided to for- 
bid themselves from crossing 
picket lines". 

The administration does not 
currently recognise students' 
right of conscience during a 
strike. A Senate committee to 
draft a Code of Student Rights 
was established two years ago 
and has yet to report to Senate. 

Administration and union 
negotiating officials could not 
be reached for comment. 



Drugs replace loans at CU 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Stu- 
dent drug dealers at Concordia 
University say economic hard- 
ship is forcing them into their 
line of work. 

As more students become 
young entrepreneurs, the securi- 
ty supervisor at Sir George cam- 
pus has announced his squad is 
cracking down on the illegal 
drug trade.* 

So far, one non-student has 
been arrested, but most campus 
dealers do not seem worried by 
the crackdown. 

Nick, a long-time dealer, said 
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most security guards "know 
who we (dealers) are, and usual- 
ly look the other way". He said 
one security guard even bought 
a gram of hash from his this 
year. 

Nick said most of the 
business involves hash, 
although increased amounts of 
cocaine have been sold recently. 
In a good week, Nick said he 
can clear $400. 

Many students seem to have 
turned to dealing just to support 
themselves.

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Centre for distressed

Within the hectic confines of 
the Guy Métro is a referral and 
listening centre. The centre, 
Face à Face has been helping 
distressed Montréalers who 
come to its shopping level of- 
fice. 

Coordinator Terry Kaspi, the 
centre's only paid staffer, said 
one of the centre's attractions is 
that people can walk in without 
an appointment and talk to 
trained volunteers in a living- 
room atmosphere. 

Though its central location 
enhances visits from all over the 
island, most of the centre's 
clients come from downtown 
and are people with "desperate 
economic needs," according to 
Kaspi, a McGill graduate from 
the School of Social Work. 

Forty volunteers, who donate 
half a day of their week, serve, 
not as counsellors or advisers, 



but as listeners who lend emo- 
tional support to the desperate 
and refer people to an ap- 
propriate community service. 

"We only solve problems in 
the sense that we refer," said 
Kaspi. He said excellent 
counselling services exist 
elsewhere, such as at neighbour- 
ing Concordia and McGill. 

"Some students won't go to 
their school's (counselling ser- 
vice) because they're afraid to 
be seen by their friends and 
prefer somewhere completely 
isolated," Kaspi explained, 
while stressing the confidential 
nature of each visit to Face à 
Face. 

In operation since August, 
1982, the centre's existence spr- 
ings from the realisation of doc- 
tors at the neighbouring CLSC 
medical clinic that half the. peo- 
ple they were seeing were 
healthy but needed human con- 



tact. 

The centre sees many people 
who are either depressed or 
need to talk to someone "objec- 
tive". Information on virtually 
any subject is available, from 
getting free eye-glasses to deal- 
ing with a drug problem. 

The centre sees approximate- 
ly 15 people and receives ten 
calls a day. Visits have greatly 
increased since the centre receiv- 
ed a Québec Manpower job- 
creation grant and hired three 
people to boost advertising. 

"The centre recently acquired a 
grant from the Ministry of 
Social Affairs which will go 
towards payment of rent, the 
coordinator's salary, and 
general expenses. 

The centre has been operating 
on Thursday nights since 
August. People with an urgent 
need to talk to someone sym- 
pathetic can phone 934-4546. 



Sheaf shafted over funds 



SASKATOON (CUP) — After 
eliminating the campus 
women's directorate, the 
University of Saskatchewan stu- 
dent council is setting its sights 
on the student newspaper, the 
Sheaf. 

The council tabled a motion 
to cut Sheaf funding at its most 
recent .meeting, and instead 
struck a review committee com- 
posed of four councillors, two 
students at large and one non- 
voting member of the Sheaf 
staff. 



Councillor Martin 
Kalmokoff moved that Sheaf 
funding be suspended, saying 
the paper does not properly 
report campus events. 

"A large proportion of the 
stories are good and important, 
but they shouldn't be covered in 
the Sheaf because they don't af- 
fect people on campus," 
Kalmokoff said. "I don't want 
international' issues in the 
paper." .

motion "ill-advised, premature 
and under-handed". He said it 
was a poor time to alter the 
newspaper's funding, but 
agreed there are problems with 
the Sheaf. 

"But you don't just chuck it 
out the window,", he said. 
"You just don't cut funding." 

Sheaf business manager Dave 
Perry pointed out that the Sheaf 
is a separately incorporated 
society, which means council 
cannot change the paper's struc- 
ture. 

"The committee can only in- 
vestigate whether to cut fun- 
ding," he said. 

Kalmokoffs criticisms of the 
Sheaf included the paper's 
political nature, and its 
adherence to the Canadian 
University Press statement of 
principles. 

The same student council 
recently voted to cut all funding 
to the 10-year-old women's 
directorate and locked the of- 
fice doors. Councillors claimed 
the directorate — Saskatoon's 
only women's resource centre 
— was too political.

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Les- 
bians and gay men need an in- 
dependent press to avoid sensa- 
tional reporting of issues by the 
straight press, a member of a 
new monthly paper said recent- 
ly.

an estimated 10 per cent of Van- 
couver's population, will focus 
on opinions and be a watchdog 
for discrimination cases. 

Angles also wishes to provide 
a "slightly different perspec- 
tive" on pornography. While it 
shares feminists' attitudes 
towards exploitation of and 
violence against women, gay 
male pornography is a "little 
more complex", says Whaley. 
Pornography between two men 
does not constitute exploitation 
of an entire sex, and must be 
considered in a different light 
than the pornographic subjuga- 
tion of women, he said.

CEGEPs are voting this week 
to decide if they will join 
UQAM in the student strike 
against Bill 32.

Ontarians have no say 



TORONTO (CUP) — Despite 
public outcry, the Ontario 
government says public forums 
on the creation of a new bil- 
ingual university for Nor- 
theastern Ontario are not 
necessary. 

Bette Stephenson, Ontario's 
minister of colleges and univer- 
sities recently said in the 
legislature the public has 
already had ample opportunity 
to discuss the plan to combine 
four post-secondary institutions 
into one university. 

The proposal, which calls for 
the amalgamation of Lauren- 
tian University, Nipissing Col- 
lege, Algoma College, and the 
Collège Universitaite de Hearst, 
met immediate oposition when 
it was announced October 19 by 
a committee headed by Harry 
Parrott, former minister of col- 



leges and universities. 

While students, teachers and 
administrators at the four cam- 
puses involved have opposed 
the.. plan outright, opposition 
parties have criticized the com- 
plete lack of cost evaluation. 

NDP education critic, 
Richard Allen (Hamilton West) 
said the Parrott committee fail- 
ed to deal with the most vital 
areas of concern regarding the 
new university. 

"A lot of space is spent in the 
report setting up an' ad- 
ministrative system which is ex- 
tremely top heavy and un- 
necessary, and (the report) did 
not bother to address some of 
the fundamental questions of 
funding," Allen said. 

Stephenson said she would 
make no committment to a new 
University • structure.;. until 'the 



cost is known. 

4 "I was most sympathetic to 
the recommendations of the 
report, but I felt strongly that I 
could not, in all honesty, make 
any statements beyond that 
without having the vital infor- 
mation regarding the costs of 
the structure which is recom- 
mended," Stephenson said. 

Students at the affected cam- 
pusses voted at a recent con- 
ference to try to kill the pro- 
posal before it reaches- the 
legislature floor. Laurentian 
University student Barry 
Schmidl said students across 
Canada should be concerned by 
the proposal. 

He said "the north is the 
guinea pig" for the govern- 
ment's plan to centralize educa- 
tion across the province, \v ' 



Medicine gets the bucks 

According to the funding priorities decided by the Academic 
Planning and Priorities Committee (APPQ, the largest amount 
of funds from the $61 million McGill Advancement Program 
(MAP) fundraising drive will be allocated to the Faculty of 
Medicine. A total of $10,750,000 will, go to Medicine, 
$8,450,000 to Engineering, $8 million to Libraries, $7,567,000 to 
the University (administration), and $6,375,000 to the Faculty of 
Arts. Other faculties will be receiving much less. 

"One could raise the question why Medicine is targeted for 
$11 million and Arts is only $6 million when Medicine is one 
third the size of Arts," said Students' Society President Bruce 
Hicks. "It's a Catch-22 situation. Medicine has a reputation 
which has made McGill a 'world-class institution* and can at- 
tract corporate donors and research money, whereas Arts is not 
as appealing in a fundraising campaign, although one could 
claim a liberal arts education is the cornerstone of a university 
education." 

Hugh Hall ward, chairperson of the Board of Governors said, 
"The purpose of the drive is to build on strength, to enable the 
University to do better what it already does so well." 

It seems professional faculties such as Medicine and Engineer- 
ing are the "strong" ones. This implies that Faculties such as 
Arts are weak and therefore should be neglected because cor- 
porate donors don't like them. 

According to Associate Philosophy Professor Jeremy Walker, 
."It seems clear that the present administration doesn't care 
enough about the Arts Faculty, that is, what we are trying to 
study, learn, and teach. Neither do today's governments — hand 
in hand as they are with big business, hard expensive science and 
engineering and law."

The International Students' Association (ISA) is presenting

International law at McGill 

Terrence Bacon, Director-General of the Legal Bureau at the 
Department of External Affairs, spoke Tuesday at the Faculty 
of Law on the legal position of the Canadian government vis-à- 
vis developments in international law. 

Three principal subjects were handled: the Law of the Sea 
Treaty, the invasion of Grenada, and the KAL 007 incident. 

The treaty, by far the most comprehensive international 
agreement ever reached, includes the controversial notion of 
'the common heritage of (wo)man kind". Briefly, the mineral 
wealth on the ocean floor of the High Seas would be distributed 
to all nations. The treaty is plagued by opposition from the 
U.S., the U.K., and West Germany. Canada, France, Japan, 
and 123 other states support the treaty. Bacon stressed the need 
for support of these nations to make the treaty viable. 

On Grenada, he emphasised the flimsy legal grounds invoked 
by the the U.S. He felt early withdrawal coupled with free elec- 
tions could be used against the U.S.S.R. to do the same in 
Afghanistan. 

On the KAL incident, Bacon underlined the necessity for com- 
pensation to first of kin even if the U.S.S.R. does not admit 
fault. This was the case of Israel in shooting down a Libyan 
airliner in 1973, as well as fallout of a Soviet Satellite over the 
North West Territories.

mwland has said repeatedly a university is guaranteed at least as much out of 
ANEQ as it is willing to put in. 

These problems have to be resolved, but the executive is currently spending too 
much energy in the wrong place. Student Councillors are pathetically unaware of 
the student movement's direction and what it is capable of doing. 

Coucihors have admitted to not paying attention to information on the student 
movement and not being interested in it. 

One student representative said, "Councillors seem not that concerned with the 
movement. You don't have that feeling of solidarity with the francophone 
universities." 

Another explained, "People get tired of hearing or reading the same things 
over and over; they begin to block it out." 

- It would follow that if councillors do not have the information or understan- 
ding of the student movement, students at large cannot be expected to mobilise in 
its support with even less information and encouragement. 

ANEQ had originally called a student strike to protest Law 32. McGill decided 
not to join the strike because student leaders believe it does not concern this 
university. However, the broad implications of the law, and the power it gives the 
provincial government, do. 

Law 32 ultimately gives the provincial government arbitrary control over 
students', associations. The law was written by the other association, RAEU 
(Rassemblement des Associations Etudiantes Universitaires) whose members say 
' the law protects the basic rights of student organisations. 

The alleged intentions of the law are irrelevant now. In any case, its wording is 
much too imprecise to protect the associations from arbitrary manipulation by 
the provincial government — or a government that may exist ten years from now. 
We don't want this law on the books for any possible future use. 

Unfortunately, both Hicks and Gagnon believe the law will not be changed and 
"it is time to move on to other issues." 

Because the focus of the strike is essentially aimed at Law 32 — though other 
issues included are cutbacks and the loans and bursary system — RAEU members 
would not participate. McGill and Concordia are holding information days to 
make students aware of the issues and both will sponsor buses to Québec for 
students who want to participate in the demonstration there. 

After November 15, Gagnon will communicate with executives from other 
students associations, as representatives from their individual universities and 
not as members of an association affiliated with either ANEQ or RAEU. 

In this way, he hopes to "get across the gap between the two groups." He sees 
McGill as playing a conciliatory role in the movement and he plans to negotiate 
with the administration for support of a student strike early next spring. 

If for some unforseen reason Principal Johnston and Vice Principal Academic 
Freedman don't join students in a démonstration on Dorchester Street, an alter- 
native is available. ANEQ is the existing structure through which an active stu- 
dent movement is possible. The organisation has proved itself effective. It is also 
capable of keeping councillors and students informed and motivated in the move- 
ment. 

If the Students' Society executive attempts to make decisions alone, as it 
acknowledges it often dbes, it will continue to lose the interest of students and 
councillors. 

Dismissing the lack of involvement in the student movement as "anglophone 
alienation" is too simplistic and a cop-out. The problems students face transcend 
any language barriers; We do have to acknowledge that French will be used in 
most negotiations and the burden of translation is ours.

Translation is a minor problem, insignificant in importance when compared to 
possible tuition hikes of 100 or 200 per cent for out-of-province Canadians and 
classrooms holding 150 students when their capacity is 50. These issues affect all 
students and ANEQ has the capacity to challenge the provincial government ef- 
fectively.
